One of Sausalito’s two “dere­ 
lict barges” was captured near 
the 
San 
Francisco 
lightship 
yesterday by a Coast Guard 
fleet, and at noon today was 
stuck in the mud off the Spin­ 
naker restaurant. 
Six vessels p u s h e d and 
pulled trying to dislodge it. 
A second barge was reported 
to be found 30 miles at sea by 
the Coast Guard and was being 
towed back to Sausalito. 


The unwanted f o r m e r 
Navy targets will not return 
to Shelter Cove, said City 
Mgr. Charles A. Brown — at 


least, not if he can help it. 
He said if efforts are made 
to return the barges, he will 
ask City Attv. Leland H. Jor- i 
dan to get an injunction or 
restraining o r d e r against 
this. 


The barges, last claimed by 
Douglas Thompson Sr. of the 
Portofino Riviera apartments, 
were used as breakwaters in 
Shelter Cove. 


One took off Monday and 
zigzagged around the bay, then 
out the Golden Gate. The Coast 
Guard sent three cutters, the 


Columbine, Calumet and Mag­ 
nolia, and lassoed the barge. 
They reported the barge had 
come apart but that it had been 
put back together again. They 
also reported the barge as a 
“menace to navigation.” 


Men and ships “wrestled” 
all night with the barge, ac­ 
cording to Brown. As they 
tried to get it to the Army 
Engineers Base yard in Sau­ 
salito, 
the 80-foot 
b a r g e , 
w hich draws 18 feet of water, 
got off the regular channel 
and stuck in a minus tide.

The Army engineers were 


i using their two debris collect- 
I ing boats, Coyote and Racoon 
as well as their tug, Maryfield. 
; Three other vessels were also 
in the act. None could get the 
barge free.

E Street School will have to 
he put back to use for from 
five to seven classes next fall 
to avoid double sessions until 
the Glenwood School is com­ 
pleted, Supt. Bert C. Corona 
told the San Rafael Board of 
Education last night. 
To complicate matters, the E 
Street property must be sold 
to pay for the Glenwood build­ 
ing—and even then, the ele­ 
mentary school district may 
find itself about $100,000 short 
for the new building. 
Board member Rex T. Sil- 
vernale proposed a solution: 
Sell the E Street property, as 
soon as the title is cleared, for 
delivery at year’s end When it 
is expected the G l e n w o o d 
School will be ready. 
C. Paul Bettini. acting chair­ 
man in the absence of board

“So far as they can see,” he 
added in an address prepared 
for a national convention of 
high school principals, “they 
have never done anything on 
paper that anybody thought 
was any good.” 
The students’ greatest need, 
he said, is help and encourage­ 
ment to do better. 
Diederich is in charge of a 
program to encourage use of 
qualified housewives as theme 
readers, working under close 
supervision. 
The practice is now firmly 
established in almost every 
state, he said. 
Most of the 
housewives, who majored in 
English in college, earn about 
$80 a month for an average of 
two hours work per school day 
at home. 
Diederich said he tells these 
housewife-readers: “Your first 


thing, and preferably two or 
three things, that the student 
has done well, or better than 
before. 
“Then, if you must, find on« 
thing, and preferably not more 
than one thing, that he should 
try to improve in his next pa­ 
per.”

The Sausalito City Council 
agreed last night that there 
should be no motels in the com­ 
mercial-industrial 
section 
of 
Marinship. 
It agreed the bulkhead line 
should be set back 250 feet 
from its present location, that 
offices be included in the com­ 
mercial - industrial area, and 
that restaurants and bars may 
be included in the waterfront 
area. But the council could not 
agree upon a height maximum 
for Marinship buildings. 
Discussionu of the Marinship 
Plan, one of many hearings, 
will be continued but no spec­ 
ific date was set. 
Councilman Michael Harris, 
heading the subcommittee mak­ 
ing the report, said that Wil­ 
liam E. Spangle Jr., city plan­ 
ning consultant, recommends 
a Marinship height maximum 
of 50 feet, the planning com­ 
mission suggests 40 feet, and 
the city’s overall height re­ 
striction is 32 feet.

CAMP LEJEUNE, N.C. 
UP)— W hen a president rais­ 
es a doubt and when your 
commanding 
general 
and 
your girl friend are waiting 
— about all any sensible Ma­ 
rine can do is to come through 
handsomely. 
And so First Lt. Donald L. 
Bernath of Wauseon, Ohio, did 
just that. 
While nine powerful lights 
lit up an otherwise gloomy 
scene, Bernath sprinted down 
the straightaway to become the 
first of 34 Marines to finish a 
50-mile hike. 
Others wearily pounded on 
through the night. 
Brig. Gen. Rathvon McClure 
Tompkins, 51, the highest rank­ 
ing officer making the hike, 
finished today. His hiking time 
was 15 hours, 32 minutes. 


UNDER 12 HOURS 


Bernath started walking at 
8:05 a.m., and wound up at 8:52 
p.m. with time out for one rest 
stop, his marching time was 11 
hours and 44 minutes. 
In second place came Lt. 
Harry J. Crossen Jr., of Phila­ 
delphia, who plodded home in 
11 hours and 59 minutes. 
President John F. Kennedy, 
who had wondered if the Ma­ 
rines of today are as fit as 
those of 1908, could not have 
had a better answer than the 
one Bernath supplied. 
With his date, Rita Morris 
of nearby Jacksonville, joining 
him for about 25 yards of his 
final 200-yard sprint, Bernath 
raced over the finish line to 
receive in person the congrat­ 
ulations of Maj. Gen. Frederick 
L. Wieseman, commander of 
the 2nd Marine division. 
Bernath wasn’t even breath­ 
ing hard. And he had time for 
a few words of advice to any­ 
one who also might wish to 
spend the day hiking 50 miles. 


‘STAY IN SHAPE’ 


“ Stay in 
shape,” 
Bernath 
said, “ and get out from behind 
that desk.” 
Reporters who had tagged 
along—by car, of course—with 
the marchers, had early found 
that Bernath is the type who 
plays it cool. 
At one rest stop, he stretched 
out in a ditch, elevated his 
feet on the bank— “ it gets the 
blood back into my head”— 
and calmly announced he had 
a date he fully intended to 
keep. 
He confessed he had made 
one error. 
“ My mistake was to walk on 
the pavement too soon,” Ber­ 
nath 
said.

splints, and it’s like walking on 
needles.” 
His winning policy: Walk 
alongside the pavement, hit a 
steady pace and keep it.

When You Should 


File Joint Return

Should you file a joint Fed­ 
eral return? 
If you were married on De­ 
cember 31, 1962, you may file 
a joint return with your spouse 
regardless of 
how l o n g a 
time you have 
been 
married 
and regardless 
of whether or 
n o t 
y o u r 
spouse has in­ 
come. 
If your net § P 
income is over Hf' 
$2,000 a joint 


P. J. Wike! 
return will re­ 
sult in a lower 
tax. 
In making a joint return 
you will include all the income, 
exemptions and deductions of 
both the husband and wife. In 
heading the return, you list 
both names. 


For instance: John J. and 
Mary M. Doe. Also you show 
both social security numbers 
and both occupations if both 
have income. It is not neces­ 
sary that both have income 


in order to file a joint re­ 
turn. 


Husband and wife must both 
sign and date a joint return. 
Each assumes the responsibil­ 
ity for any tax due. If one does 
not pay, then the other must. 
If you are entitled to a refund, 
the check will be issued in both 
names and both will have to 
endorse the check before cash­ 
ing. 


In some cases, it is not pos­ 
ible to secure the signature 
of your spouse on the tax re­ 
turn. It is possible to file a 
joint return without having 
your spouse actually sign the 
return itself. 


This is done by having the 
spouse sign Treasury Depart­ 
ment Form 936 which is an 
authorization to prepare, sign 
and file a joint income tax 
return. 
A signed copy of this Form 
936 is attached to the return in 
lieu of the spouse’s signature. 
If any tax has been paid sep­ 
arately by withholding or on an 
estimate, full credit may be 
taken on the joint return.

Poll In Marin Finds Most 
Against All-Digit Dialing 


Marinites polled by the Anti- 
Digit Dialing League 
prefer 
letter prefixes to all-digit tele­ 
phone numbers by five-to-one. 


The league, which has head­ 
quarters in San Francisco, an­ 
nounced results of its poll to­ 
day. 


Only 510 telephone users in 
Marin were questioned in the 
poll, which was conducted by 
four psychologists. 


Of them, 345 said they pre­ 
ferred letter prefixes, 67 pre­ 
ferred all-digit dialing, and 98 
had no preference, the league 


announced. 
Of those objecting to all-digit 
dialing, reason for objection 
most often was that the seven- 
number series is more difficult 
to remember. Second criticism, 
said Neil Davis, Marin County 
chairman of the league, was 
that all-digit dialing deprives 
the phone user of geographic 
reference.

HERE, gathered from one of 
those old-fashioned cook books 
published by a group of New 
York ladies, is a slight sam­ 
pling of spelling boners they 
made. 
Misspelled: To Scollop. 
The phrase is to scallop, and 
according to Webster it means 
to bake a food with buttered 
crumbs or in a sauce topped 
with crumbs. Originally such 
a dish was baked 
in 
scallop 
shells, hence the name. 
Misspelled: Neopolitan. 


THE WORD is Neapolitan 
and it means of or pertaining 
to Naples, 
Italy. Neapolitan 
cakes and ice cream, with their 
dashing layers 
of 
different 
flavors and colors were once in 
high style. 


Misspelled: Annis. 
The word is Anise, and it’s 
an herb with a sweet aromatic 
flavor. Aniseed, the fruit or 
seeds of -anise, is sometimes 
sprinkled 
over 
cookies 
and 
sweet breads before baking. 


MISSPELLED: Rollard. 
The word is French and it’s 
roulade. According to Larousse 
(iastronomique. a roulade is a 
thin slice of meat—usually veal 
or pork—rolled around force­ 
meat. In present-day American 
cooking, the roulade idea is 
sometimes used with beef and 
the result called birds, rollups 
or rolls. Here's our version of 
such a recipe. It s good, no mat­ 
ter how its name is spelled!

A New Recipe For 
Thrifty Ground Beef 


There probably isn’t a coun­ 
try in the world that doesn't 
have a special way of prepar­ 
ing economical ground beef. 
In the Scandinavian cuisine, 
the meat is often made into 
balls. These are always light 
and 
soft 
affairs, 
an 
effect 
achieved by adding plenty of 
liquid to the meat mixture. 
That’s what happens in the fol­ 
lowing recipe, and you’ll find 
the undiluted evaporated milk 
called for contributes usefully 
to both the meat and the sauce. 
In this particular recipe, tar­ 
ragon is used as the seasoning 
that stands out. Rut if you do 
not want to use this herb, or 
haven't it in the house, don't 
hesitate to add a seasoning ofr 
your own choice. 


MEAT BALLS WITH 
MUSHROOM SAUCE 
1 pound ground chuck beef 
V4 cup fine dry bread crumbs 
Vi cup finely chopped onion 
1 1 2 teaspoons salt 
Pepper to taste 
1 tall can (1% cups) 
evaporated milk 
2 tablespoons butter or mar­ 
garine

Melt butter in a large 
skillet over medium heat. Add 
meat balls; brown on all sides 
turning 
occasionally. 
P u s h 
browned meat balls to side of 
skillet. Add mushrooms and 
onion rings; cook until onions 
are golden, stirring occasion­ 
ally. 


MIX THE meat and vege­ 
tables gently and add bouillon 
and tarragon. Bring to a boil 
over medium heat; cover tight­ 
ly and simmer 15 minutes. Re­ 
move from heat. Sprinkle in 
the flour, a little at a time, 
stirring to blend; add the re­ 
maining V2 teaspoon salt and 
pepper to taste. Gradually stir 
in the remaining 1 cup evapo­ 
rated milk. Return to low heat 
and cook uncovered, stirring 
occasionally, until thickened— 
about 5 minutes. Stir in par­ 
sley. Makes 6 servings. 
Note: Instead of fresh mush­ 
rooms. two cans (4 to 6 ounces 
each) of sliced mushrooms may 
be used. The canned mush­ 
room liquid may be used in 
place of the boiling water for 
dissolving the bouillon cubes.

Cause Of Heart Attack, Stroke 


(This is the first of a series 
of articles presented by the 
Marin County Heart Assn. 
about progress being made in 
the fight against heart and 
circulatory disease.) 


Heart attack and stroke— to­ 
day’s leading cripplers and kill­ 
ers— are not diseases at all but 
rather sudden and dramatic 
events. 
The former is estimated to 
take 490,000 lives yearly, the 
latter 190,000. The stage is set 
for these events by a disease 
called atherosclerosis, k n o w n 
more commonly to laymen as 
“hardening of the arteries.” 
What happens invites a com­ 
parison with the slow build-up 
of lime inside a water pipe. 
With 
household 
plumbing, 
lime 
deposits 
can 
gradually 


narrow and roughen the bore 
of the pipe until the flow of 
water is reduced to a mere 
trickle. Complete blockage may 
ensue if a sliver of lime breaks 
off and wedges itself in the 
narrowed passageway, or if it 
forms elsewhere and is trans­ 
ported by the flow of water to 
the site. 


While the analogy is imper­ 
fect, something very much like 
this occurs inside human ar­ 
teries of the heart or the brain

is blocked. Or, perhaps a rup­ 
ture occurs. Minor or major 
disability, or even death, may 
be the outcome of a stroke. 


It is important to remember 
that the real villain behind 
most heart attacks and strokes 
is atherosclerosis, which, not 
long ago, was thought to be an 
inevitable part of the aging 
process. This theory no longer 
holds. There is mounting evi­ 
dence that the atherosclerotic 
process is neither inevitable 
nor necessarily irreversible. 


Just 15 years ago a relative­ 
ly small group of heart special­ 
ists decided that heart and 
blood vessel diseases wrere too 
great a threat tc the nation’s 
health to be handled without 
the help of the American peo­ 
ple. They 
transformed their 


professional society, the Ameri­ 
can Heart Assn., into a volun­ 
tary health agency supported 
by contributions. An energetic 
program

research, 
com­ 
munity service and education 
got under way. 


As a result, new knowledge 
has been acquired and put to 
work. 


Dr. Paul Dudley White, the 
eminent heart specialist, has 
said, “There is no reason to 
doubt that we can protect our 
young and middle-aged males 
by diet, exercise, medicine and 
other measures from the ever- 
increasing threat of coronary 
diseases, provided we support 
to the full medical and other 
scientific 
investigators work­ 
ing hard on this disease en­ 
tity.”

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TODAYS EDITORIAL 
We Hope Governor Meant 
What He Said For Him Too 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown appeared be­ 
fore the California Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association convention last weekend 
with a plea to "help me improve the 
communications between government 
and the press; between government anti 
the public." 
‘ We need, want and invite more press 
coverage, not less/’ the governor told 
the publishers. “We aren't asking you to 
handle the public issues with kid gloves. 
We are just asking you to handle them, 
and to give the public a better, balanced 
view of the full spectrum of public af­ 
fairs." 
In the state which leads the nation, 
“we must make continuing progress and 
in doing so, we must come to grips with 
complex issues,” the governor declared. 
“Automatic, stereotyped reactions are 
inadequate when you are dealing with 
complex issues.” 
There probably was not a single man 
hearing him who did not endorse these 
points entirely. They would like to give 
more press coverage to government. 
They want to give the public a balanced 
view of public affairs. They want no 
automatic stereotype reactions. 
And they want these things from gov­ 
ernment as well as from themselves. 
They want less of the fiscal double- 
talk about how much m o n e y was 
“saved” by the administration w h e n 
“saved” means not spending all of a 
bloated, record budget. 
They want less complaint about, as 


the governor said, “the difficulties we 
face in seeking even the slightest con­ 
trol on billboard clutter." when they 
know the governor in 1961 vetoed the 
billboard regulation bill w h i c h Sen. 
John F. McCarthy had taken four years 
to work out. 
Governor Brown invited "all of you 
to spend some time with me in personal 
briefing sessions in the months ahead. 
It is my hope that you will agree to visit 
Sacramento for discussions, and ex­ 
change of views, in the major areas of 
state government." 
We hope the g o v e r n o r follows 
through on this general invitation and 
that the publishers and their editors re­ 
spond in accepting it. 
Perhaps the governor would learn 
that the publishers expect him to “give 
the public a better, balanced view’ of 
public affairs. That “automatic, stereo- 
t y p e d reactions" are as unfortunate 
when they come from government un­ 
der criticism as they are from anywhere 
else. 
The governor opened his talk by tell­ 
ing the publishers that during the cam­ 
paign “your news reporters and press 
photographers were fair to both candi­ 
dates.” As his talk went on, he showed 
he obviously didn’t think that fairness 
extends past the campaign. 
We’re sorry he feels that way. We 
hope his proposed talks will be as bene­ 
ficial to him as to the publishers he 
hopes to influence.

WASHINGTON — Leading 
Republicans in Congress are 
taking two initiatives which 
can greatly strengthen the 
party for the 1964 elections. 
While the Kennedy admin­ 
istration has been stymied and 
stalled, 10 Republican mem­ 
bers of the House Judiciary 
Committee have moved to the 
front to introduce new com­ 
prehensive civil rights legis­ 
lation at the opening of the 
present Congress. 
The newly-elected chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Republican 
Campaign 
Committee, 
Sen. 
Thruston Morton of Kentucky, 
is acting to create a National 
Republican Advisory Forum. 
This will broaden the base of 
party policy by bringing lead­ 
ing Republican governors and 
mayors into close consulta­ 
tion with the party in Con­ 
gress. 


THERE WILL BE some in 
the party who will shrink 
from this show of energy and 
action. There will be those 
who believe they can w in by 
blocking without carrying the 
ball. There will be those Re­ 
publicans in Congress who 
want to hold the party in a 
tight little grip and keep the 
ascendant Republican gover­ 
nors and mayors at arm’s 
length. 
Fortunately, it isn’t going to 
be that way. New forces put 
a hand on the steering wheel 
of the Republican Party when 
the GOP ball-carriers voted 
out the former chairman oi 
the Republican Conference in 
the House and voted in the 
modern-minded Rep. Gerald 
Ford of Michigan. 


THE ACTIVISTS are at 


work and it is going to be in­ 
teresting to see how far they 
get. 
The 10 Republican mem­ 
bers of the House Judiciary 
Committee are showing what 
can be done. 
By concerting their forces 
they have stolen a long march 
on the administration. The 
1960 Democratic national plat­ 
form and Kennedy in his cam­ 
paign promised that new civil 
rights legislation would be the 
“first order of business” of 
the 87th Congress. The ad­ 
ministration did not initiate 
any significant civil rights 
legislation at all. 
Now the Republicans are 
pre-empting the action. 


THE REPUBLICAN bill ii 
broad in scope and moderate 
in application. It would put 
the Civil Rights Commission 
on a permanent basis. It 
would strengthen the commit­ 
tee already working to end 
employment 
discirimination 
by any firm or union working 
on a government contract. It 
would arm the attorney gen­ 
eral with clearer power in de­ 
segregation suits, clarify lit­ 
eracy tests for voting. 
President Kennedy has said 
that he is going to make civil 
rights legislation an early or­ 
der of business. It is a little 
late. It will be welcome, but 
the initiative is now in other 
hands.

THE AMERICAN WOMAN 
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500,000 Females Tangle With Law 
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By HARRY FERGUSON 


WASHINGTON (UPR— Statis­ 
tics gathered by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation show 
that women are eight times as 
law abiding as men. About 500,- 
000 females are arrested each 
year in the United States for 
offenses ranging from homi­ 
cide to gambling, but the equiv­ 
alent figure for men is almost 
four million. 


Drunkenness gets more wom­ 
en in trouble than anything 
else, 
and 
about 
112,000 
of 
them are arrested for it each 
year. The other principal rea­ 
sons are theft, disorderly con­ 
duct, prostitution, assault and 
vagrancy. Some 800 women in 
the United States are charged 
with killing somebody on pur­ 
pose every year 
and about 
2,200 get picked up for carry 
ing guns or other weapons 
Among the crimes that the 
ladies largely leave to the men 
are forgery and counterfeiting. 


IT IS impossible to say the 
American woman is more mor­ 
al or less moral than her sisters 
elsewhere. The American wom­ 
an has been studied, analyzed, 
crossexamined 
and 
packaged 


into many tables of statistics, 
but no equivalent research has 
been done in other countries. 
Morals are flexible from one 
generation of women to anoth­ 
er. At the turn of the century 
a woman who exposed the calf 
of her leg was considered to be 
a loose creature. Now the bi­ 
kini bathing suit adorns our 
landscape. 
A discussion of female mo­ 
rality almost always is taken 
to mean her sexual morals and 
here, too. the signposts are con­ 
fusing. Sexual relations before 
marriage are mandatory for 
some primitive civilizations. In 
the United States it is frowned 
upon and thousands of welfare 
workers have written millions 
of words on ho\y to prevent it. 


RUDYARD KIPLING was ex­ 
ercising poetic license when he 
tried to argue that women in 
all stations of life work from 
the same basic moral stand­ 
ards and that “the colonel’s 
lady and Judy O’Grady are sis­ 
ters under their skins.” Stud­ 
ies of the sexual behavior of 
women 
stress 
that 
environ­ 
ment, education, economic po­ 
sition and religion exert pow­ 
erful influences on the morals 


of women. Case histories of 
prostitutes 
are 
filled 
with 
stories of girls who came from 
broken homes or whose par­ 
ents earned insufficient mon­ 
ey to keep the family pulled 
together. 


The departm ent of health, 
education and welfare says that 
224,330 
illegitimate 
children 
were born in the United States 
in 1960. It does not contend, of 
course, that this was the total 
of unmarried women who con­ 
ceived because it makes no al­ 
lowance 
for 
abortions. 
The 
study also notes that there is 
no way to determine how many 
illegitimate births go unregis­ 
tered. 


The rate of illegitimate births 
outraced the population growth 
between 1940 and 1960. It was 
three times as large in 1960. 
The District of Columbia, with 
55.8 
illegitimate 
births 
per 
thousand, was the highest in 
the nation for white women. 
Delaware, with 347.7 per thou­ 
sand, had the highest ratio for 
non-white women. 


SEVERAL YEARS ago Dr. 
Alfred C. Kinsey of the Univer­ 
sity of Indiana assembled a 


team of scientists to study the 
sexual behavior of the Ameri­ 
can 
woman. 
He 
persuaded 
5,940 women to tell all, or at 
least almost all, but he made 
no claim that he had developed 
scientifically precise informa­ 
tion. For instance, his inter­ 
views were confined to white 
women and did not include 
women in prison where you 
logically would find the least 
moral element. 


Nearly 50 per cent of the 
women interviewed said they 
had 
sexual 
relations 
before 
they were married. Showing 
how moral standards vary from 
age to age, Kinsey found that 
the rate of pre-marital relations 
was twice as high among wom­ 
en born after 1900 than it was 
for those born before the turn 
of the century. He asked the 
married women whether they 
had any regrets: 


No regret—69 per cent: some 
regret— 13 per cent; definite 
regret— 11 per cent. 


ABOUT 26 PER CENT of the 
married 
women 
interviewed 
said they had been unfaithful 
to their husbands before they 
reached the age of 40. Seven­ 


teen per cent of them said it 
had happened in their thirties 
and early forties. Kinsey noted 
a definite relationship between 
deeply religious women and 
those uninterested in religion. 
In all age groups the non-re­ 
ligious women exceeded the 
devout by better than two to 
one. 
Forty per cent of the women 
thought their husbands knew 
they 
were 
being unfaithful. 
Nine per cent thought their 
husbands suspected things but 
couldn’t prove it. Fifty-one per 
cent believed their husbands 
were ignorant of what was go­ 
ing on. When Kinsey asked the 
women whether they intended 
to continue extra-marital rela­ 
tions, he got these answers: 
yes, seven per cent; doubtful 
14 per cent; no, 79 per cent. 


DIVORCE statistics in the 
United States have been hold­ 
ing rather steady in recent 
years and roughly one m ar­ 
riage in six is term inated by 
divorce 
or 
annulment. 
The 
American woman has an easier 
time than almost anybody in 
ending a marriage thanks to 
the legislatures in such states 
as Nevada and Arkansas.

He returned to San 
Francisco to become one of its 
most famous restaurateurs and 
owner of Omar Khayam’s Res­ 
taurant. 
In his recently pub­ 
lished book “Song of America” 
he sets forth his concepts. 


Mardikian voiced 
some 
of 
these Monday. He said “There 


is nothing wrong with work. 
We have to build <^ur own so­ 
ciety. 
Here in this country 1 
found the dignity of man.
